Crimea amps up Ukrainian crisis 
with vote to join Moscow

SIMFEROPOL, Ukraine Crimea’s parliament voted to join 
Russia on Thursday and its Moscow-backed government 
set a referendum in a dramatic escalation of the crisis over 
the Ukrainian region that drew a sharp riposte from Presi- 
dent Obama. 

Obama ordered sanctions on those responsible for 
Moscow’s military intervention in Ukraine, including 
bans on travel to the United States and freezing of their 
US. assets. 

He echoed European Union leaders and the pro-West- 
ern government in Ukraine in declaring that the proposed 
referendum would violate international law. 

The sudden acceleration of moves to bring Crimea, 
which has an ethnic Russian majority and has effectively 
been seized by Russian forces, formally under Moscow’s 
rule came as EU leaders held an emergency summit grop- 
ing for ways to pressure Russia to back down and accept 
mediation. 

The EU condemned Russian actions in Crimea as ille- 
gal and voiced support for Ukraine’s territorial integrity 
but took only minor steps toward suspending talks with 
Moscow on visas and a new investment pact. The EU also 
warned of tougher steps if there is no negotiated solution 
within a short period. 

In a signal to Moscow, Obama announced plans to pun- 
ish Russians and Ukrainians involved in what he called 
“threatening the sovereignty and territorial integrity of 
Ukraine.” A US. official said Russian President Vladimir 
Putin was not on the list of those to be sanctioned. 

“The proposed referendum on the future of Crimea 
would violate the Ukrainian constitution and violate 
international law,” Obama told reporters at the White 
House. “Any discussion about the future of Ukraine must 
include the legitimate government of Ukraine.”

What is Crimea’s history? 


Crimea, which juts out into the Black Sea off southern Ukraine, 
was absorbed into the Russian empire along with most of eth- 
nic Ukrainian territory by Catherine the Great in the 18th cen- 
tury. Russia’s Black Sea naval base at Sevastopol was founded 
soon after. 

More than half a million people were killed in the Crime- 
an War of 1853-56 between Russia and the Ottoman Empire, 
which was backed by Britain and France. The conflict reshaped 
Europe and paved the way for World War I.

In 1921, the peninsula, then populated mainly by Muslim 
Tatars, became part of the Soviet Union. The Tatars were 
deported en masse by Soviet leader Joseph Stalin at the end 
of World War II for alleged collaboration with the Nazis. 

Crimea became part of Russia within the Soviet Union 
until 1954, when it was handed to Ukraine, also a Soviet 
Republic, by Stalin’s successor Nikita Khrushchev, a Ukrai- 
nian. 

Since the collapse of the Soviet Union in 1991, there 
have been periodic political tussles over its status between 
Moscow and Kiev. REUTERS

Second HIV-positive 
baby may be cured 


BOSTON A 9-month-old baby who was born 
in California with the HIV virus may have 
been cured as a result of treatments that 
doctors began just four hours after her birth, 
medical researchers said Wednesday. 

That child is the second case, following an 
earlier instance in Mississippi, in which doc- 
tors may have brought HIV in a newborn 
into remission by administering antiretroviral 
drugs in the first hours of life, said Dr. Debo- 
rah Persaud, a pediatrics specialist with the 
Johns Hopkins School of Medicine, at a medi- 
cal conference in Boston. 

“The child ... has become HIV-negative,” 
Persaud said, referring to the 9-month-old 
baby born outside L.A., who is being treated 
at Miller Children’s Hospital. The child’s 
identity was not disclosed. 

That child is still receiving a three-drug 
cocktail of anti-AIDS treatments, while the 
child born in Mississippi, now 3% years old, 
ceased receiving antiretroviral treatments 


two years ago. 

Both children were born of mothers in- 
fected with HIV, which wipes out the body’s 
immune system and causes AIDS. 

Speaking at the Conference on Retrovi- 
ruses and Opportunistic Infections, Persaud 
credited the early use of antiretroviral thera- 
pies with improving the children’s health but 
warned that more research must be done. 

“Really the only way we can prove that we 
have accomplished remission in these kids is 
by taking them off treatment and that’s not 
without risk,” Persaud said. “This is a call to 
action for us to mobilize and be able to learn 
from these cases.” 

The human immunodeficiency virus, or 
HIV, surfaced more than 30 years ago and now 
infects more than 34 million people worldwide. 
Prevention measures, including condoms, 
have helped check its spread and antiretroviral 
drugs can now control the disease for decades, 
meaning it is no longer a death sentence.

oysters at Pearl Tavern

I once ate a goat eyeball. It was in a taco 
at the Maxwell Street Market. It was 
gross. But, I didn’t know it would be so 
terrible until I tried it. And the reason 

I tried it is because foods that seem 
challenging at first often turn out to be 
delicious. Exhibit A: the oyster, one of 


my very favorite things. 

When you really consider what an oyster 
is—a squishy little piece of meat that filters 
sand and whatever else is in the water—I'll 
admit it’s not the most appetizing idea. And 
yet, close your eyes, bring a raw oyster to your 
nose and you'll smell the sea. Throw it back 
and you'll be rewarded with a cool, creamy 
taste of the ocean, a salty finish and some- 
times even fruity, melon-like notes. 

People often speak of breaking bread with 
others, but a couple dozen oysters and some 
champagne can make even the most ordinary 
night celebratory. As Duncan Biddulph, 
executive chef of new River North seafood 
restaurant Kinmont, said, “Whenever there 
was an important event, like my First Com- 
munion or Confirmation, we’d head over to 
Sabatino’s in Irving Park and I’d slurp down 
dozens of oysters to celebrate.” 

Even in an ocean-less city, pristinely fresh 
oysters are only a day away thanks to the ad- 
vances of modern shipping. “This is the best 
place in the country to have oysters,” seafood 
purveyor Carl Galvan of Supreme Lobster 
and Seafood Company said. “People stick to 
eating what they grew up with on the East 
or West coasts. In Chicago, we have no such 
affinity. We get everything from everywhere.” 
(Chicago also has a storied oyster history; 
read more at redeyechicago.com/oysters.) 

With recent seafood-focused restaurant 
openings such as Kinmont, Bow & Stern 
and Pearl Tavern—plus more on the way 
soon—2014 promises to be the greatest 
year for oysters in Chicago yet. To properly 
prepare you, we quizzed chefs on their best 
advice for oyster virgins; for the advanced 
oyster eater, don’t miss our list of oysters to 
try before you die. 


FOR NEWBIES 

Don’t let the names confuse you 

Though oysters are named for the location 
they’re harvested—which results in a dizzy- 
ing array of names—there are only a handful 
of individual species (see Page 18). Just like

wine varietals taste different depending on 
where the grapes were grown, oysters can 
have different flavors depending on the water 
in which they grow. “Except for wine and 
grapes, I can’t think of anything that is as 
simple and complex as an oyster,” said Pearl 
Tavern executive chef Chris Lorenz, who 
keeps an oyster journal documenting the 
flavors of varieties he’s tasted—he’s slurped 
more than 100 so far. 


Trust your server 

If you're trying oysters for the first time, 
treat your shucker, chef or server like a som- 
melier and ask, “What’s good?” Don’t settle 
for one type. Try a sampling as you would a 
flight of wines. Grab some oysters from the 
East and the West coasts, and if available, the 
Gulf of Mexico. 


Start small 

Oysters that are smaller in size because of 
the cold waters in which they grow—such 
as West Coast oysters like Olympias from 
Washington, or oysters grown in Maine, such 
as Beausoleils from Prince Edward Island— 
are great starters. “It’s no denying [that 
eating an oyster] is weird,” Biddulph said. 
“How comfortable are you with big, chewy 
things? Imperial Eagles and Blue Points are 
huge. Start with something small and work 
your way up.” 


Know a clean oyster 

Oysters on the half shell should be swimming 
in a juicy liquor (it’s not alcoholic—that’s the 
official name for an oyster’s natural juice) and 
free of shell fragments and sand. “I have one 
guy, and all he does is scrub mountains of oys- 
ters all day long,” Brian Greene, chef at West 
Town’s Bow & Stern, said. “No one wants to 
eat a delicious, beautiful oyster and then have 
to spit something out.” Pearl Tavern’s shucker 
Matt Balikov wears a mini-flashlight around 


his neck that he uses to survey and inspect 
his mollusks. The oyster should be plump, 
and its surface smooth and uniform—not 
mangled, with gills and meat all askew. 


Skip the sauces at first 

Though oysters often are served with lemon 
slices, mignonette (a vinegar, shallot and 
wine-based dressing) and cocktail sauce, try 
eating them unadorned to experience their 
true flavor. “I would never put cocktail sauce 
on an oyster,” Lorenz said. “Some people 
like ice cubes in their wine, and hey, it’s like 
Burger King—you can have it your way. But, 
you never want to cover up the flavor.” Once 
you know what you like, then add sauces. At 
Kinmont, Biddulph serves his oysters with 

a fruity, acidic hot sauce made from fresno 
chilis and a champagne mignonette. At Bow 
& Stern, Greene makes a pico de gallo-like 
cocktail sauce with smoked tomato. 


FOR ADVANCED FANS 

Collectors of fine wine speak reverently of 
certain bottles; those who know oysters 
covet cucumber- and melon-flavored West 
Coast oysters, deep-cupped Kusshi oysters 
from British Columbia and buttery Kuma- 
motos from Puget Sound. Galvan said he’s 
particularly enamored of the crisp water- 
melon rind-perfumed Montauk Pearls grown 
on the eastern tip of Long Island, N.Y. 

If there’s a unicorn of oysters, it’s the wild, 
metallic-tanged Belon oyster that grows in 
France’s Belon River. You have to travel to 
Europe for those, as they have been tough to 
procure in the US., Galvan said. There are 
coveted versions of the Belon grown domes- 
tically (see map), but just as sparkling wine 
is only truly champagne if it is grown in the 
Champagne region of France, Belon oysters 
grown in the US. aren’t true Belons.

in 3-D IMAX when it only looks uglier and 
phonier on a bigger screen. 

Perhaps it’s to showcase all the pecs in 
capes, or shots of boobs so gratuitous that one 
outrageous sex scene is likely to make history 
books burst into flames. Granted, the humor- 
less “300: ROAE” comes from a graphic 
novel by Frank Miller (“Sin City”), so no one 
expects a history lesson. But hopefully fans 
of sword-and-sandal epics want more than 
fourth-rate battles and speeches, followed by 
more battles and then more speeches. 

We also are treated to slow-motion charg- 
ing, slow-motion horseback riding and slow- 
motion jumping, along with lovely shots of a 
horse hoof smashing a guy’s face and enough 
severed heads to start a football team.

Asking for a dirty joke 


Finally! Unlike this 
week’s “The Bag 
Man” and recent, 
ridiculous parts like 
Richard Nixon in 
“Lee Daniels’ The 
Butler,” John Cusack 
finally takes a role 
that suits him with “Adult World.” He’s Rat 
Billings, a once-revered, now nearly forgotten 
poet; a quietly wounded intellectual, moder- 
ately irritated but mildly, secretly welcoming 
change to his routine. That loud baby bird 
squawking around her cage is Amy (Emma 
Roberts), who majored in poetry at Syracuse 
and wants Rat, her all-time favorite writer, as 
a mentor. She loves how he’s “dark and brood- 
ing”—as if all other poets are light and fluffy. 
To the credit of first-time feature writer 
Andy Cochran and director Scott Coffey 
(“Ellie Parker”), the film doesn’t shy away 
from Amy being insufferable. She actually says 
“carpe diem” and defends her poetic ambi- 
tions by saying, “I really feel a lot.” A whiny 
searcher and general hot mess, this girl’s so 22 
I’m shocked she isn’t introduced to the tune 
of Taylor Swift’s “22.” 
Having blown her parents’ limited funds on 
writing-contest entries, Amy begins working

in an adult video and sex toy shop, oh-so-iron- 
ic for a virgin who initially ran out of the store 
after one of the owners (Cloris Leachman) 
jabbed a vibrator in her face. Amy’s slow-de- 
veloping relationship with the store manager 
(‘American Horror Story” co-star Evan Peters) 
tests both patience and credibility and sug- 
gests the filmmakers initially wanted “Adven- 
tureland” co-stars Jesse Eisenberg and Kristen 
Stewart for the roles. 

Does literary success come from life experi- 
ence or talent and imagination? “Adult World,” 
featuring songs from Dan Boeckner (Divine 
Fits, Wolf Parade), can’t decide. But it’s a fit- 
tingly rough zoom on the transitional period 
between dreams and reality, seen through a 
girl who says she “can’t be a wunderkind past 
22” and mostly means it. “Fame’s your genera- 
tion’s black plague,” Rat tells Amy, noting 
not everyone can be Beyonce. It’s a hard but 
familiar lesson, making the film most recom- 
mended for those who saw the Coen brothers’ 
great “Inside Llewyn Davis” and wondered if 
Llewyn had a pesky niece.
